AN  ORDINANCE  OF  THE  TOWNSHIP  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
TOWNSHIP  OF  MIDDLETOWN,  COUNTY  OF  MONMOUTH 
AMENDING  CHAPTER  16,  PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT  REGULATIONS 

WHEREAS,  Middletown  Township’s  Planning  and  Development  regulations  include 
standards  that  control  the  location,  scale  and  type  of  land  uses  within  the  Township;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  October  27.  2004.  the  Middletown  Township  Planning  Board  adopted  a 
Comprehensive  Master  Plan,  and  said  Master  Plan  was  reaffirmed  and  readopted  by  the  Planning 
Board  on  October  1,  2008.  and  thereafter  updated  on  July  15,  2009,  September  12.  2011.  and 
August  6.  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Comprehensive  Master  Plan  Land  Use  Element  recommended 
reconsidering  existing  commercial  development  standards  to  create  incentives  to  encourage  high 
quality  development,  particularly  where  redevelopment  of  under-utilized  and  dilapidated 
properties  can  be  achieved;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Middletown  Township  Committee  routinely  reviews  various  zoning 
regulations  and  design  standards  in  order  to  address  particular  issues  discussed  in  the  Master 
Plan  and  Master  Plan  Reexamination  Report  relative  to  implementation  of  various  zoning 
regulations  and  design  standards  on  a Township-wide  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  accordance  with  section  40:55D62  of  the  Municipal  Land  Use  Law.  the 
Middletown  Township  Committee  is  charged  with  adopting  zoning  standards  ordinances  relating 
to  the  nature  and  extent  of  uses  of  the  land  and  of  buildings  and  structures  thereon  in  order  to 
protect  the  general  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  ordained  by  the  Township  Committee  of  the  Township  of 
Middletown,  in  the  County  of  Monmouth,  State  of  New  Jersey  that  the  code  of  the  Township  of 
Middletown  be  and  is  hereby  amended  and  supplemented  to  read  as  follows:

Section  1 


-203  Definitions 
EXEMPT  DEVELOPMENT 

That  site  plan  and/or  subdivision  approval  shall  not  be  required  prior  to  issuance  of  a 
Development  Permit  for  the  following: 


1.  Construction,  additions,  or  alterations  related  to  single-family  or  two-family  dwellings  or 
their  accessory  structures  on  individual  lots. 

2.  Interior  Alterations  to  an  existing  structure  which  do  not  cause  an  increase  in  the 
existing  square  footage,  do  not  increase  the  required  number  of  off-street  parking 
spaces,  are  in  compliance  with  all  the  applicable  bulk  and  yard  standards  for  the 
zone  and  all  other  development  regulations,  and  which  conform  to  the  performance 
standards  of  this  Chapter. 

3.  Any  change  in  occupancy  which  is  not  a "Change  in  Use"  (as  herein  defined). 

4.  Sign(s)  which  installation  is  on  a site  already  occupied  by  a principal  use  for  which  site 
plan  approval  is  not  otherwise  required  and  provided  such  sign(s)  conform  to  the 
applicable  design  and  zoning  district  regulations  of  this  Chapter. 

5.  Construction  of  a parking  lot  or  an  addition  to  an  existing  parking  lot  provided  that  the 
new  lot  or  the  proposed  addition  contains  three  (3)  spaces  or  less  and  the  location  and 
design  of  which  conforms  to  the  standards  and  zoning  district  regulations  of  this  Chapter. 

6.  Construction  or  installation  of  underground  facilities  which  do  not  alter  the  general  use. 
appearance  or  grade  of  the  site. 

7.  Division  of  property  and  conveyances  so  as  to  combine  existing  lots,  which  are  not 
considered  to  be  subdivisions  in  accordance  with  the  definition  of  "Subdivision" 
contained  within  this  Article. 

8.  Farms  and  accessory  farm  buildings  and  structures  provided  such  buildings  and  structures 
are  located  on,  operated  in  conjunction  with,  and  necessary  to  the  operation  of  a farm  as 
defined  by  this  Chapter.  This  shall  not  include  accessory  structures  which  contain 
dwelling  units. 

9.  Gasoline  pump  canopies  subject  to  compliance  in  all  respects  to  the  regulations 
governing  such  canopies,  contained  elsewhere  in  this  Chapter. 

10.  Individual  applications  for  accessory  mechanical  or  electrical  equipment  up  to  one 
hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area,  whose  operation  and  location  conforms  to  the  design 
and  location  standards  conform  to  the  design  standards  of  this  Chapter  and  where  such 
installation  will  be  accessory  to  an  already  established  principal  use  of  the  property.  In  no 
case  shall  such  equipment  be  located  in  a street  setback  area.  [Ord.  2006-2879  § 2] 

11.  Additions  to  existing,  conforming  structures  in  the  B-l,  B-2,  B-3,  B/P,  OR,  OR-1, 
OR-2,  OR-3,  and  PD  zones;  provided  such  additions  to  existing  structures  do  not 
exceed  8,500  square  feet  or  10%  of  the  total  gross  floor  area,  whichever  is  the  lesser. 
Notwithstanding  the  aforementioned,  an  addition  consisting  of  an  area  of  1,000 
square  feet  or  less  shall  be  considered  an  exempt  development.  Such  development 
must  occur  within  the  existing  limit  of  disturbance  and  must  not  increase  the 


impervious  cover,  be  in  compliance  with  all  the  applicable  bulk  and  yard  standards 
for  the  zone  and  all  other  development  regulations,  does  not  result  in  an  expansion 
or  increase  of  any  preexisting  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  or  the 
zoning  ordinance,  and  there  must  be  sufficient  parking  on  site  to  support  the 
additional  floor  area.  The  Zoning  Officer  and  the  Township  Planner  will  be 
responsible  for  determining  compliance  with  this  chapter. 

12.  Construction  of  storage  sheds,  no  larger  than  200  square  feet,  for  permitted 
nonresidential  uses,  provided  they  comply  with  the  accessory  structure  setback 
requirements  and  all  other  applicable  bulk  and  yard  standards  for  the  zone  in 
which  they  are  located.  The  colors  and  materials  of  such  storage  sheds  shall 
complement  the  existing  principal  structure  and  in  conformance  to  the  standards  set 
forth  in  Section  16-604  of  this  Chapter. 

MINOR  SITE  PLAN 

A development  plan  for  one  (1)  or  more  lots  which  is  (are)  subject  to  development  which: 

1 . Requires  site  plan  approval,  and 

2.  Meets  the  requirements  set  forth  in  Section  16-406  of  this  Chapter  and  contains  the 
information  needed  to  make  an  informed  determination  as  to  whether  the  requirements 
established  by  this  Chapter  for  approval  of  a minor  site  plan  have  been  met.  and 

3.  Meets  the  following  conditions: 

a.  New  building  construction,  or  building  additions  that  do  not  qualify  as  exempt 

development,  of  less  than  three  thousand  (3.000)  square  feet  w-  building- additions 
which  do  not  exceed  one  thousand  ( 1,000)  square  feet  of  gross  floor  area. 

b.  The  proposed  development  does  not  increase  parking  requirements  by  more  than 
fifteen  (15)  spaces,  nor  entail  or  propose  the  construction  of  a total  of  more  than 
fifteen  (15)  parking  spaces. 

c.  The  proposed  development  conforms  to  the  Floodplain  Management  Standards  set 
forth  in  Section  16-527  of  this  Chapter. 

d.  The  proposed  development  conforms  to  the  performance  standards  set  forth  in 
Section  16-528  of  this  Chapter. 

e.  The  proposed  development  does  not  involve  planned  development. 

f.  The  proposed  development  does  not  involve  any  new  unmapped  street  or  the 
extension  of  any  existing  street,  not  anticipated  on  the  tax  map. 

g.  The  proposed  development  does  not  involve  the  extension  or  construction  of  any  off- 
tract  improvement,  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be  prorated  pursuant  to  N.J.S.A.  40:55D- 
42. 

h.  The  proposed  development  does  not  involve  the  disturbance  of  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  square  feet  or  more  of  ground  area.

1.  The  Mayor  or  other  Committeeperson  acting  as  the  Mayor  shall  act  as  the  Chair. 

2.  Any  persons  desiring  to  speak  on  either  an  ordinance  or  during  the  public  comment 
section  shall  raise  their  hand  and  must  be  recognized  by  the  Chair  before  speaking.  All 
comments  by  the  members  of  the  public  shall  be  made  from  the  podium  after  first  having 
been  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

3.  As  to  public  hearings  on  an  ordinance,  all  persons  recognized  to  speak  may  speak  for  a 
maximum  of  five  minutes. 


4.  As  to  the  public  comment  portion  of  the  meeting,  all  persons  recognized  to  speak  may 
speak  once  for  a maximum  of  five  minutes. 

5.  Any  speaker  who  exceeds  these  time  limits  shall  be  ruled  out  of  order  and  subject  to 
removal.  Each  five  minute  period  is  personal  to  each  speaker  and  made  not  be  ceded  to 
another  person.  No  profanity  shall  be  permitted.  Any  person  who  uses  profanity  may  be 
ruled  out  of  order  and  subject  to  removal. 

6.  Questions  or  comments  of  the  public  should  be  directed  to  the  Township  Committee.  If 
appropriate,  the  Chairperson  may  direct  and  recognize  a staff  employee  or  professional  of 
the  Township  to  respond.  The  Chair  may  request  that  any  question  asked  of  the 
Township  Committee  or  its  staff  or  professionals  which,  due  to  its  complexity  or  need  for 
research  or  factual  investigation  cannot  be  answered  immediately,  be  placed  in  writing  by 
the  inquirer  and  directed  to  the  appropriate  Township  official  and  that  an  answer  be 
provided  to  the  inquirer  as  soon  as  possible. 

7.  Any  of  these  Standing  Rules  may  be  suspended  for  a particular  matter  by  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  Township  Committee  present  at  the  meeting. 


8.  As  to  Township  Committee  meetings,  members  or  invited  guests  may  participate  via 
conference  call  video  conference  or  skype.  Members  of  the  Township  Committee  are 


permitted  to  vote  via  these  [telecommunications  capabilities
